a. The proposed amendment requires further consideration and/or search (e.g. the 
new limitation "the only nucleotide sequences derived from filamentous bacteriophage in the 
phagemid genome are an origin of replication and a nucleotide sequence encoding a gene III 
capsid protein" of claim 1). Previously, the claims read that the phagemid genome comprised an 
ori and gene III capsid (emphasis added). The claim amendments received on September 24, 
2007 read that the phagemid genome can only have filamentous bacteriophage components of an 
ori and gene III capsid protein (emphasis added). Thus, the scope of the phagemid genome has 
been limited in the claim amendments received on September 24, 2007. 

b. The proposed amendment may necessitate the modification of outstanding 
rejection(s) to address the new limitation (e.g. the new limitation "the only nucleotide sequences 
derived from filamentous bacteriophage in the phagemid genome are an origin of replication and 
a nucleotide sequence encoding a gene III capsid protein" of claim 1).
